The Pasadena Uni f i e d 
School District Board of Edu¬ 
cation gave its approval to 
tlie establishment of a dis¬ 
trict wide (kinderga rten 
through twelfth grade) Ca¬ 
reer Education Program at 
its November 13 regular 
meeting. 

Career education may be 
defined as a program invol¬ 
ving the community, busi¬ 
ness, industry, parents, stu¬ 
dents, teachers, administra¬ 
tors and the Board of Edu¬ 
cation in an attempt to pre¬ 
pare students to understand 
the world of work and to 
earn a living whether he or 
she intends to go to college 
or rot. It is for students en¬ 
tering the world of work 
upon graduation from high 
school as well as the stu¬ 
dent going to college and 
other institutions for further 
preparation for the world of 
work. 

Although, the school dis¬ 
trict has offered some as¬ 
pects of job awareness for 
many years, the Board has 
been concerned that the 
concept of career education 
he developed' as an integral 
part of the total educational 
program (K-12) and be co¬ 
ordinated with tire existing 
high school programs such 
as work experience and vo¬ 
cational education. 

Research has shown that 
Oiur schools have been pre¬ 
paring approximately 80 per¬ 
cent of the student popula¬ 
tion for college entrance 
when in reality only 20 per 
cent of today’s job market 
requires a four-year degree. 

It is clear that our public 


schools need to take a more 
realistic view of the world 
of work, a world in which 
every student regardless of 
whether he is college bound 
or seeking full time employ¬ 
ment aftei graduation will 
need skills to earn a living. 

Career education to be 
most effective must begin 
when i child’s formal edu¬ 
cation begins at the kinder¬ 
garten level and continue 
through his entire school 
life. 

Students must beco m e 
aware that as adults they 
will enter the “world of 
work” where acceptance and 
survival depend- on a posi¬ 
tive attitude toward work 
and the skdls necessary to 
succeed in the chosen occu¬ 
pation. 

Therefore, the Pasadena 
Career Education Program 
will help students beginning 
at the kindergarten level and 
continuing through senior 
high school to develop: 

— An awareness of them¬ 
selves as individuals, their 
interests, talents and cap¬ 
abilities. 

— An awaieress of the 
variety of careers which wib 
be available tc them as 
adults. 

An awareness of the 
wide range of job possibili¬ 
ties within each career from 
tlie entiy level to tihe most 
complex. 

— An interest in preparing 
for a career of their choice 
hv selecting appropriate 
educational expor i e n c e s 
leading to the acquisition of 
necessary skills. 

It is hoped That through 
a sequential program of ca¬ 
reer education, K-12, that no 
student graduates who does 
not have saleable skills for 
productive work or college 
education, that .no student 
drops out of school who is 
not prepared to enter the 
world of work and that no 
student is denied an edu 
rational opportunity to be¬ 
come properly employable. 
It is our belief that a ca¬ 
reer education program 
which provides options and 
opportunities for each indi¬ 
vidual to experience lire ef¬ 
fects of Iris actions and thus 
to exercise the ethics of in- 
tent — that each man is re¬ 
sponsible for tire effect of his 
own action and that each in¬ 
dividual must become a 
mom potent force in shaping 
his own destiny and that of 
society offers students a 
more practical solution in 
uotvine- their own problems.

It seemed unbelievable at 
first. Because of the energy 
crisis, the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Rapid Transit District 
announced it would be 
forced to curtail its bus runs 
at least 12 per cent because 
of new federal regulations 
allocating diesel fuel. The 
riders of the buses were ad'- 
vised that if they couldn’t 
get a bus, they could al¬ 
ways drive their cars. The 
announcement came out on 
a day when Southern Cali¬ 
fornia was covered by a 
blanket of smog. 

The whole situation was 
backwards. Didn’t the energy 
crisis require that people be 
taken, out of the cars and 
put into buses? 

Congressmen are supposed 
to act in such crises. My 
first call was to the Transit 
District. What I had read 
was true. The District was 
going to be cut back 12 ,per 
cent in its d'iesel fuel. For 
1973 the federal regulations 
allowed them their 1972 con 
sumption of fuel. The transit 
company, reacting to the 
energy crisis and the smog 
crisis, had increased its bus 
runs 7 pci cent over 1972. Its 
supplier, Standard Oil, said 
it was only producing 95 per 
cent of the diesel it had pro¬ 
duced in 1972, so it cut an¬ 
other 5 per cent from the 
Transit District’s allocation. 

My next phone call was

to the Regional Administra¬ 
tor of the Oil and Gas Al¬ 
location Program under the 
U.S. Department of Interior. 
The Administrator was har¬ 
assed beyond belief. To 
handle his region consisting 
of California, Arizona, Neva¬ 
da, Hawaii, and the Tins' 
Territories, he had been pro 
vided a staff of one. With 
thousands of complaints and 
demands for relief pouring 
in, he had borrowed seven 
employees from other agon 
cies to help. He was admin¬ 
istrating three different fuel 
a'.locaf ion pro g r a m s all 
based e.n separate criteria. 
There wasn’t even enough 
money around to print up 
complaint forms. 

The fuel allocation pro¬ 
gram had been authorized in 
the Economic Stabilization 
Act which passed Congress 
last April. I had been one 
of those members who nego¬ 
tiated the final House - Sen¬ 
ate version of the bill. One 
version of the measure in¬ 
cluded a section which 
authorized the president the 
power to institute alloca¬ 
tions of petroleum products 
if iic felt it necessary. The 
word from the White House, 
through the Republican con¬ 
gressmen cn our negotiating 
committee, was that, the 
President was strongly <m- 
nosed to this section, didn’t 
think it was necessary, and 
would veto the hill if we 
included it. The major oil 
companies didn't like the 
provision either. However, 
despite the veto threat, wo 
left in the fuel allocation 
section, and the bill was re 
luctantly signed into law. 

This drama took place 
rnlv Iasi April at a time 
when gas stations were 
starting to ration gasoline, 
but for some reason neither 
the oil industry nor the 
White House seemed to 
think there was an energy 
crisis, then or in the near 
future. 

My next call was to the 
House Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee. The Administration 
had requested only SI mil- 
linn for the entire alloca¬ 
tion orngram this year. The 
committee doubled this ap¬ 
propriation to $2 million. It’s 
with those meager funds 
that the Administration is 
trying to administer a na¬ 
tionwide fuel allocation pro¬ 
gram. The result of this 
head-in-the-sarid attit u d' e 
he.s been, of course, the pre¬ 
sent chaos. 

The moral of this series 
of events is to point out how 
incompetent the Adiminis- 
1 ration has been in antici¬ 
pating the current eneugy 
crisis and in developing ra¬ 
tional plans to Cope with it 
Congress might not always 
he the wisest collection of 
individuals around, but at 
least wc talk to our consti¬ 
tuents, and we read the 
papers and the statistics. It 
takes no great talent (o sur¬ 
mise that the U.S. has -been 
building up to an energy 
crisis for several '/ears. 

It also takes little imagin- 
uion to tiguro ouc that if 
we’re going to ire raced with 
an energy crisis, it’s best to 
plan ahead rather than wait 
until the beginning ot win¬ 
ter when the crisis is in our 
laps and parts of the econo¬ 
my are ready to collapse. If 
this penurious Administra¬ 
tion had used some fore¬ 
sight and .spent wisely, it 
would not be cutting diesel 
oil for the buses in my city 
and forcing the bus riders 
into ttieir automobiles. More 
fuel consumption, more 
smog — how counterproduc¬ 
tive can their policy be?

Of Sales Tax 

Board membei George- R. 
Reilly announced that SSI 
million will be distributed 
this week to California 
cities and counties from lo¬ 
cal sales and use tax funds 
received by the State Board 
of Equalization for the third 
quarter of 1973. 

The cities of the stale will 
receive $53.5 million and the 
counties $9 million for a 
combined cities and' coun¬ 
ties- distribution of $62.5 
million. In addition, the 
counties will receive $15 mil¬ 
lion from the one - quarter 
per cent local sales and use 
rax for the county local 
transportation fund 

The city of Sierra Madre 
will receive $6,750 as its 
share of the $53.5 million, 
and the county of Los An¬ 
geles will receive $1,550,000 
plus $5,450,000 from the one- 
quarter per cent county lo¬ 
cal transportation fund.

Board of Equalization member George R. Reilly to¬ 
day released a summary of property taxes legislation en¬ 
acted during the first year of the 1973-74 session. 

The Board, under its responsibility for equalizing 
county property assessment levels, issues rules and regu¬ 
lations for assessors and local board of equalization, pres¬ 
cribes tax forms for all counties to use, and checks and 
reports on assessor’s practices regularly. 

Reilly represents the First Equalization District, which 
includes the county of Los Angeles (northern portion). 

Except for urgency legislation as indicated, all of the 
following measures will be effective on lanuorry 1, 1974: 

Property Taxes 

(Part II of c three part series) 

AB 634 (Kapiloff), Ch. 469. Amends Sec. 43P06 of 
Gov. Code and Sec. 155.1 of Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Where property has been damaged by a major mis¬ 
fortune or calamity and the owner has failed to file an 
application for reassessment, this measure limits the time 
in which the assessor may initiate action to reassess 
the property to the time in which an application can be 
filed as specified in the ordinance adopted by the local 
jurisdiction. 

AB 637 (Dunlap), Ch. 1017. Amends Sec. 19522 of 
Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Provides that senior citizens property tax assistance 
be disbursed to any other member of the clamiant’s house 
hold if the claimant dies after filing a claim but before 
receipt of such amount if there is no surviving spouse or 
otherwise qualified claimant. Urgency statute, effective 
October l, 1973. 

AB 709 (Kapiloff i, Ch. 7S6. Amends Sec. 405 of Rev. 
and Tax Code. 

Authorizes county assessor to assess jointly both the 
lessee and lessor of taxable property on the unsecured roll 
and requires mailing of notices of assessment and tax 
bills to both lessee and lessor. 

AB 710 (Kapiloff), Ch. 678. Amends Sec. 469 of the 
Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Authorizes county assessor to conduct an audit of 
property and in appropriate circumstances, to levy an 
escape assessment, even though a portion of such property 
has been the subject of an equalization hearing. 

AB 862 (Johnson), Ch. 376. Amends Sec. 2189.5 of Rev. 
and Tax. Code. 

Provides for the transfer to the current unsecured 
roll of any tax on certain property related to an oil and 
gas leasehold which remains unpaid at the time such 
property is sold to the state for unpaid taxes. 

AB 1161 (Gonsalves), Ch. 247. General law provision. 

Provides that property owned by certain charitable 
organizations organized for hospital purposes which is 
leasi'd to the U.S. Navy shall be exempt from property 
taxation wilhin the meaning of the welfare exemption. 
Applicable to property tax assessments for the 1974-75 and 
1975-76 fiscal years only. 

AB 1172 (Kapiloff), Ch. 1190. Amends Sec. 456, 531.2, 
532, 4831, 4834, 1836.5, 4837, 1810, and 1986 of, and adds 
Sec. 4986.9 to, Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Technical bill sponsored by State Association of 
County Assesors. Clarifies provisions relating to escapes 
where property is transferred or there is an intervening 
lien. Strengthens ability of assessor 1 o obtain land des¬ 
criptions by allowing assessor to require such a descrip¬ 
tion. Broadens sources assessor may use to determine er¬ 
rors to include inspection of property and records of as- 
sessee. Cancels taxes on property acquired by condemna¬ 
tion and establishes procedures to be used in condemna¬ 
tion proeedings to ascertain delinquent taxes and the 
amount of current unpaid taxes. 

AB 1242 (Z’berg), Ch. 1044. Adds Sec. 996 to Rev. and 
Tax Code. 

Provides that returnable containers used to package 
soft drink beverages shall be assesed only to the person 
in posession thereof on March 1 and specifies that the 
cash value of such containers shall be the cost of such 
containers, less depreciation, but not less than the amount 
of deposit or similar charge. 

AB 1267 (Gonsalves), Ch. 208. Amends various sec¬ 
tions of Gov. Code and Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Clean-up bill for school finance provisions of SB 90 
of 1972. Urgency measure, effective July 11, 1973. 

AB 2008 (Knox), Ch. 358. Amends various sections of 
Gov., Rev. and Tax. and Streets and Highways Codes. 

Clean-up bill for SB 90 (1972) provisions relating to 
state reimbursement of state-mandated costs and sales 
and property tax exemptions, and maximum property tax 
rates for local government. Urgency statute, effective 
August 31, 1973. 

AB 2076 (Kapiloff), Ch. 709. Amends Sec. 4876.5 of 
Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Allows State Board of Equalization to correct over- 
assessments of real property of state assessees as well as 
personal property. Board sponsored bill. 

AB 2079 (KapiloffI, Ch. 710. Amends Sec. 1647 of Rev. 
and Tax. Code. 

Changes the due date for the submission to the State 
Board of Equalization and Controller of county property 
tax valuation statements by county auditors from the 
third Monday in August of each year to August 15. Board 
sponsored bill. 

AB 2081 (Kapiloff), Ch. 918. Amends Sec. 531 of Rev. 
and Tax. Code. 

Provides that property shall be deemed to have es 
caped assessment if an assessee fails to file a propel ty 
statement and if such failure results in no assessment 
or an assessment that is lower than would be the case 
if the property had been properly reported. Board spon¬ 
sored bill. 

AB 2082 (Kapiloff), Ch. 841. Amends Sec. 994 of Rev. 
and Tax. Code. 

Revises criteria for assessment of oversized rubber- 
tired, steel-wheeled and track-laying equipment. Makes 
decision whether such equipment is to be subject to the 
vehicle license fee or the general property tax turn on 
physical characteristics of the equipment rather than on 
use to which it is placed. Makes it clear that this section 
overrides Sections 410 to 414 relating to implements of 
husbandry. Board sponsored bill. 

AB 2084 (Kapiloff), Ch. 842. Amends various sec¬ 
tions of Rev. and Tax. Code. 

Board sponsored technical bill.
